INSTRUCTIONS. 

At  close  of  Chapter,  appoint  a  broth- 
er whose  business  it  shall  be  to  clear 
the  floor  of  chairs  and  Altar,  placing  a 
small  stand  in  the  place  of  the  Altar, 
upon  which  the  flowers  are  arranged.
